multiplied by 60 is not less than the lesser of—23
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‘‘(I) 25 percent of the debtor’s nonpriority un-1

secured claims in the case, or $6,000, whichever is2

greater; or3

‘‘(II) $10,000.4

‘‘(ii)(I) The debtor’s monthly expenses shall be the5

debtor’s applicable monthly expense amounts specified6

under the National Standards and Local Standards, and7

the debtor’s actual monthly expenses for the categories8

specified as Other Necessary Expenses issued by the In-9

ternal Revenue Service for the area in which the debtor10

resides, as in effect on the date of the entry of the order11

for relief, for the debtor, the dependents of the debtor,12

and the spouse of the debtor in a joint case, if the spouse13

is not otherwise a dependent. Notwithstanding any other14

provision of this clause, the monthly expenses of the debt-15

or shall not include any payments for debts. In addition,16

the debtor’s monthly expenses shall include the debtor’s17

reasonably necessary expenses incurred to maintain the18

safety of the debtor and the family of the debtor from fam-19

ily violence as identified under section 309 of the Family20

Violence Prevention and Services Act (42 U.S.C. 10408),21

or other applicable Federal law. The expenses included in22

the debtor’s monthly expenses described in the preceding23

sentence shall be kept confidential by the court. In addi-24

tion, if it is demonstrated that it is reasonable and nec-25
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essary, the debtor’s monthly expenses may also include an1

additional allowance for food and clothing of up to 5 per-2

cent of the food and clothing categories as specified by3

the National Standards issued by the Internal Revenue4

Service.5

‘‘(II) In addition, the debtor’s monthly expenses may6

include, if applicable, the continuation of actual expenses7

paid by the debtor that are reasonable and necessary for8

care and support of an elderly, chronically ill, or disabled9

household member or member of the debtor’s immediate10

family (including parents, grandparents, and siblings of11

the debtor, the dependents of the debtor, and the spouse12

of the debtor in a joint case) who is not a dependent and13

who is unable to pay for such reasonable and necessary14

expenses.15

‘‘(III) In addition, for a debtor eligible for chapter16

13, the debtor’s monthly expenses may include the actual17

administrative expenses of administering a chapter 1318

plan for the district in which the debtor resides, up to an19

amount of 10 percent of the projected plan payments, as20

determined under schedules issued by the Executive Office21

for United States Trustees.22

‘‘(IV) In addition, the debtor’s monthly expenses may23

include the actual expenses for each dependent child under24

the age of 18 years up to $1,500 per year per child to25
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attend a private elementary or secondary school, if the1

debtor provides documentation of such expenses and a de-2

tailed explanation of why such expenses are reasonable3

and necessary.4

‘‘(iii) The debtor’s average monthly payments on ac-5

count of secured debts shall be calculated as—6

‘‘(I) the sum of—7

‘‘(aa) the total of all amounts scheduled as8

contractually due to secured creditors in each9

month of the 60 months following the date of10

the petition; and11

‘‘(bb) any additional payments to secured12

creditors necessary for the debtor, in filing a13

plan under chapter 13 of this title, to maintain14

possession of the debtor’s primary residence,15

motor vehicle, or other property necessary for16

the support of the debtor and the debtor’s de-17

pendents, that serves as collateral for secured18

debts; divided by19

‘‘(II) 60.20

‘‘(iv) The debtor’s expenses for payment of all pri-21

ority claims (including priority child support and alimony22

claims) shall be calculated as—23

‘‘(I) the total amount of debts entitled to pri-24

ority; divided by25
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‘‘(II) 60.1

‘‘(B)(i) In any proceeding brought under this sub-2

section, the presumption of abuse may only be rebutted3

by demonstrating special circumstances that justify addi-4

tional expenses or adjustments of current monthly income5

for which there is no reasonable alternative.6

‘‘(ii) In order to establish special circumstances, the7

debtor shall be required to—8

‘‘(I) itemize each additional expense or adjust-9

ment of income; and10

‘‘(II) provide—11

‘‘(aa) documentation for such expense or12

adjustment to income; and13

‘‘(bb) a detailed explanation of the special14

circumstances that make such expenses or ad-15

justment to income necessary and reasonable.16

‘‘(iii) The debtor shall attest under oath to the accu-17

racy of any information provided to demonstrate that ad-18

ditional expenses or adjustments to income are required.19

‘‘(iv) The presumption of abuse may only be rebutted20

if the additional expenses or adjustments to income re-21

ferred to in clause (i) cause the product of the debtor’s22

current monthly income reduced by the amounts deter-23

mined under clauses (ii), (iii), and (iv) of subparagraph24

(A) when multiplied by 60 to be less than the lesser of—25
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‘‘(I) 25 percent of the debtor’s nonpriority un-1

secured claims, or $6,000, whichever is greater; or2

‘‘(II) $10,000.3

‘‘(C) As part of the schedule of current income and4

expenditures required under section 521, the debtor shall5

include a statement of the debtor’s current monthly in-6

come, and the calculations that determine whether a pre-7

sumption arises under subparagraph (A)(i), that shows8

how each such amount is calculated.9

‘‘(3) In considering under paragraph (1) whether the10

granting of relief would be an abuse of the provisions of11

this chapter in a case in which the presumption in sub-12

paragraph (A)(i) of such paragraph does not apply or has13

been rebutted, the court shall consider—14

‘‘(A) whether the debtor filed the petition in15

bad faith; or16

‘‘(B) the totality of the circumstances (includ-17

ing whether the debtor seeks to reject a personal18

services contract and the financial need for such re-19

jection as sought by the debtor) of the debtor’s fi-20

nancial situation demonstrates abuse.21

‘‘(4)(A) The court shall order the counsel for the22

debtor to reimburse the trustee for all reasonable costs23

in prosecuting a motion brought under section 707(b), in-24

cluding reasonable attorneys’ fees, if—25
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‘‘(i) a trustee appointed under section 586(a)(1)1

of title 28 or from a panel of private trustees main-2

tained by the bankruptcy administrator brings a mo-3

tion for dismissal or conversion under this sub-4

section; and5

‘‘(ii) the court—6

‘‘(I) grants that motion; and7

‘‘(II) finds that the action of the counsel8

for the debtor in filing under this chapter vio-9

lated rule 9011 of the Federal Rules of Bank-10

ruptcy Procedure.11

‘‘(B) If the court finds that the attorney for the debt-12

or violated rule 9011 of the Federal Rules of Bankruptcy13

Procedure, at a minimum, the court shall order—14

‘‘(i) the assessment of an appropriate civil pen-15

alty against the counsel for the debtor; and16

‘‘(ii) the payment of the civil penalty to the17

trustee, the United States trustee, or the bankruptcy18

administrator.19

‘‘(C) In the case of a petition, pleading, or written20

motion, the signature of an attorney shall constitute a cer-21

tification that the attorney has—22

‘‘(i) performed a reasonable investigation into23

the circumstances that gave rise to the petition,24

pleading, or written motion; and25
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‘‘(ii) determined that the petition, pleading, or1

written motion—2

‘‘(I) is well grounded in fact; and3

‘‘(II) is warranted by existing law or a4

good faith argument for the extension, modi-5

fication, or reversal of existing law and does not6

constitute an abuse under paragraph (1).7

‘‘(D) The signature of an attorney on the petition8

shall constitute a certification that the attorney has no9

knowledge after an inquiry that the information in the10

schedules filed with such petition is incorrect.11

‘‘(5)(A) Except as provided in subparagraph (B) and12

subject to paragraph (6), the court may award a debtor13

all reasonable costs (including reasonable attorneys’ fees)14

in contesting a motion brought by a party in interest15

(other than a trustee, United States trustee, or bank-16

ruptcy administrator) under this subsection if—17

‘‘(i) the court does not grant the motion; and18

‘‘(ii) the court finds that—19

‘‘(I) the position of the party that brought20

the motion violated rule 9011 of the Federal21

Rules of Bankruptcy Procedure; or22

‘‘(II) the party brought the motion solely23

for the purpose of coercing a debtor into24
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waiving a right guaranteed to the debtor under1

this title.2

‘‘(B) A small business that has a claim of an aggre-3

gate amount less than $1,000 shall not be subject to sub-4

paragraph (A)(ii)(I).5

‘‘(C) For purposes of this paragraph—6

‘‘(i) the term ‘small business’ means an unin-7

corporated business, partnership, corporation, asso-8

ciation, or organization that—9

‘‘(I) has less than 25 full-time employees10

as determined on the date the motion is filed;11

and12

‘‘(II) is engaged in commercial or business13

activity; and14

‘‘(ii) the number of employees of a wholly15

owned subsidiary of a corporation includes the em-16

ployees of—17

‘‘(I) a parent corporation; and18

‘‘(II) any other subsidiary corporation of19

the parent corporation.20

‘‘(6) Only the judge, United States trustee, or bank-21

ruptcy administrator may bring a motion under section22

707(b), if the current monthly income of the debtor, or23

in a joint case, the debtor and the debtor’s spouse, as of24
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the date of the order for relief, when multiplied by 12,1

is equal to or less than—2

‘‘(A) in the case of a debtor in a household of3

1 person, the median family income of the applicable4

State for 1 earner last reported by the Bureau of5

the Census;6

‘‘(B) in the case of a debtor in a household of7

2, 3, or 4 individuals, the highest median family in-8

come of the applicable State for a family of the same9

number or fewer individuals last reported by the Bu-10

reau of the Census; or11

‘‘(C) in the case of a debtor in a household ex-12

ceeding 4 individuals, the highest median family in-13

come of the applicable State for a family of 4 or14

fewer individuals last reported by the Bureau of the15

Census, plus $525 per month for each individual in16

excess of 4.17

‘‘(7) No judge, United States trustee, panel trustee,18

bankruptcy administrator or other party in interest may19

bring a motion under paragraph (2), if the current month-20

ly income of the debtor and the debtor’s spouse combined,21

as of the date of the order for relief when multiplied by22

12, is equal to or less than—23

‘‘(A) in the case of a debtor in a household of24

1 person, the median family income of the applicable25
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State for 1 earner last reported by the Bureau of1

the Census;2

‘‘(B) in the case of a debtor in a household of3

2, 3, or 4 individuals, the highest median family in-4

come of the applicable State for a family of the same5

number or fewer individuals last reported by the Bu-6

reau of the Census; or7

‘‘(C) in the case of a debtor in a household ex-8

ceeding 4 individuals, the highest median family in-9

come of the applicable State for a family of 4 or10

fewer individuals last reported by the Bureau of the11

Census, plus $525 per month for each individual in12

excess of 4.’’.13

(b) DEFINITION.—Section 101 of title 11, United14

States Code, is amended by inserting after paragraph (10)15

the following:16

‘‘(A) means the average monthly income18

from all sources which the debtor, or in a joint19

case, the debtor and the debtor’s spouse, receive20

without regard to whether the income is taxable21

income, derived during the 6-month period pre-22

ceding the date of determination; and23

‘‘(B) includes any amount paid by any en-24

tity other than the debtor (or, in a joint case,25
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the debtor and the debtor’s spouse), on a reg-1

ular basis to the household expenses of the2

debtor or the debtor’s dependents (and, in a3

joint case, the debtor’s spouse if not otherwise4

‘‘(2) The debtor shall have the burden of proving, by5

clear and convincing evidence, that—6

‘‘(A) the creditor unreasonably refused to con-7

sider the debtor’s proposal; and8

‘‘(B) the proposed alternative repayment sched-9

ule was made prior to expiration of the 60-day pe-10

riod specified in paragraph (1)(B)(i).’’.11

The terms13

‘Amount Reaffirmed’ and ‘Annual Percentage Rate’ shall14

be disclosed more conspicuously than other terms, data or15

information provided in connection with this disclosure,16

except that the phrases ‘Before agreeing to reaffirm a17

debt, review these important disclosures’ and ‘Summary18

of Reaffirmation Agreement’ may be equally conspicuous.19

Disclosures may be made in a different order and may20

use terminology different from that set forth in para-21

graphs (2) through (8), except that the terms ‘Amount22

Reaffirmed’ and ‘Annual Percentage Rate’ must be used23

where indicated.24
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‘‘(3) The disclosure statement required under this1

paragraph shall consist of the following:2

‘‘(A) The statement: ‘Part A: Before agreeing3

to reaffirm a debt, review these important disclo-4

sures:’;5

‘‘(B) Under the heading ‘Summary of Reaffir-6

mation Agreement’, the statement: ‘This Summary7

is made pursuant to the requirements of the Bank-8

ruptcy Code’;9

‘‘(C) The ‘Amount Reaffirmed’, using that10

term, which shall be—11

‘‘(i) the total amount which the debtor12

agrees to reaffirm, and13

‘‘(ii) the total of any other fees or cost ac-14

crued as of the date of the disclosure statement.15

‘‘(D) In conjunction with the disclosure of the16

‘Amount Reaffirmed’, the statements—17

‘‘(i) ‘The amount of debt you have agreed18

to reaffirm’; and19

‘‘(ii) ‘Your credit agreement may obligate20

you to pay additional amounts which may come21

due after the date of this disclosure. Consult22

your credit agreement.’.23

‘‘(E) The ‘Annual Percentage Rate’, using that24

term, which shall be disclosed as—25
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‘‘(i) if, at the time the petition is filed, the1

debt is open end credit as defined under the2

Truth in Lending Act (15 U.S.C. 1601 et seq.),3

then—4

‘‘(I) the annual percentage rate deter-5

mined under paragraphs (5) and (6) of6

section 127(b) of the Truth in Lending Act7

(15 U.S.C. 1637(b)(5) and (6)), as appli-8

cable, as disclosed to the debtor in the9

most recent periodic statement prior to the10

agreement or, if no such periodic state-11

ment has been provided the debtor during12

the prior 6 months, the annual percentage13

rate as it would have been so disclosed at14

the time the disclosure statement is given15

the debtor, or to the extent this annual16

percentage rate is not readily available or17

not applicable, then18

‘‘(II) the simple interest rate applica-19

ble to the amount reaffirmed as of the date20

the disclosure statement is given to the21

debtor, or if different simple interest rates22

apply to different balances, the simple in-23

terest rate applicable to each such balance,24
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identifying the amount of each such bal-1

ance included in the amount reaffirmed, or2

‘‘(III) if the entity making the disclo-3

sure elects, to disclose the annual percent-4

age rate under subclause (I) and the sim-5

ple interest rate under subclause (II);6

‘‘(ii) if, at the time the petition is filed, the7

debt is closed end credit as defined under the8

Truth in Lending Act (15 U.S.C. 1601 et seq.),9

then—10

‘‘(I) the annual percentage rate under11

section 128(a)(4) of the Truth in Lending12

Act (15 U.S.C. 1638(a)(4)), as disclosed to13

the debtor in the most recent disclosure14

statement given the debtor prior to the re-15

affirmation agreement with respect to the16

debt, or, if no such disclosure statement17

was provided the debtor, the annual per-18

centage rate as it would have been so dis-19

closed at the time the disclosure statement20

is given the debtor, or to the extent this21

annual percentage rate is not readily avail-22

able or not applicable, then23

‘‘(II) the simple interest rate applica-24

ble to the amount reaffirmed as of the date25

court at the time of the disclosure, by disclosing that22

terest then listing by items or types and the original3

amount of the loan.4

‘‘(H) At the election of the creditor, a state-5

ment of the repayment schedule using 1 or a com-6

bination of the following—7

‘‘(i) by making the statement: ‘Your first8

payment in the amount of $lll is due on9

lll but the future payment amount may be10

different. Consult your reaffirmation or credit11

agreement, as applicable.’, and stating the12

amount of the first payment and the due date13

of that payment in the places provided;14

‘‘(ii) by making the statement: ‘Your pay-15

ment schedule will be:’, and describing the re-16

payment schedule with the number, amount and17

due dates or period of payments scheduled to18

repay the obligations reaffirmed to the extent19

then known by the disclosing party; or20

‘‘(iii) by describing the debtor’s repayment21

obligations with reasonable specificity to the ex-22

tent then known by the disclosing party.23

‘‘(I) The following statement: ‘Note: When this24

disclosure refers to what a creditor ‘may’ do, it does25
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not use the word ‘may’ to give the creditor specific1

permission. The word ‘may’ is used to tell you what2

might occur if the law permits the creditor to take3

the action. If you have questions about your reaffir-4

mation or what the law requires, talk to the attorney5

who helped you negotiate this agreement. If you6

don’t have an attorney helping you, the judge will7

explain the effect of your reaffirmation when the re-8

affirmation hearing is held.’.9

‘‘(J)(i) The following additional statements:10

‘‘ ‘Reaffirming a debt is a serious financial decision.11

‘‘ ‘2. Complete and sign Part D and be sure you21

can afford to make the payments you are agreeing22

to make and have received a copy of the disclosure23

statement and a completed and signed reaffirmation24

agreement.25

To rescind or cancel, you must notify the cred-9

itor that the agreement is canceled.10

‘‘ ‘What are your obligations if you reaffirm the debt?11

A reaffirmed debt remains your personal legal obligation.12

It is not discharged in your bankruptcy. That means that13

if you default on your reaffirmed debt after your bank-14

ruptcy is over, your creditor may be able to take your15

property or your wages. Otherwise, your obligations will16

be determined by the reaffirmation agreement which may17

have changed the terms of the original agreement. For ex-18

ample, if you are reaffirming an open end credit agree-19

ment, the creditor may be permitted by that agreement20

or applicable law to change the terms of the agreement21

in the future under certain conditions.22

‘‘ ‘Are you required to enter into a reaffirmation23

agreement by any law? No, you are not required to reaf-24

firm a debt by any law. Only agree to reaffirm a debt if25
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it is in your best interest. Be sure you can afford the pay-1

ments you agree to make.2

‘‘ ‘What if your creditor has a security interest or3

lien? Your bankruptcy discharge does not eliminate any4

lien on your property. A ‘‘lien’’ is often referred to as a5

security interest, deed of trust, mortgage or security deed.6

Even if you do not reaffirm and your personal liability7

on the debt is discharged, because of the lien your creditor8

may still have the right to take the security property if9

you do not pay the debt or default on it. If the lien is10

on an item of personal property that is exempt under your11

State’s law or that the trustee has abandoned, you may12

be able to redeem the item rather than reaffirm the debt.13

To redeem, you make a single payment to the creditor14

equal to the current value of the security property, as15

agreed by the parties or determined by the court.’.16

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‘‘(4) The form of reaffirmation agreement required1

under this paragraph shall consist of the following:2

‘‘ ‘Part B: Reaffirmation Agreement. I/we agree to re-3

affirm the obligations arising under the credit agreement4

described below.5

‘‘ ‘Brief description of credit agreement:6

‘‘ ‘Description of any changes to the credit agreement7

made as part of this reaffirmation agreement:8

‘‘ ‘Signature: Date:9

‘‘ ‘Borrower:10

‘‘ ‘Co-borrower, if also reaffirming:11

‘‘ ‘Accepted by creditor:12

‘‘ ‘Date of creditor acceptance:’.13

‘‘(5)(A) The declaration shall consist of the following:14

‘‘ ‘Part C: Certification by Debtor’s Attorney (If15

Any).16

‘‘ ‘I hereby certify that (1) this agreement represents17

a fully informed and voluntary agreement by the debtor(s);18

(2) this agreement does not impose an undue hardship on19

the debtor or any dependent of the debtor; and (3) I have20

fully advised the debtor of the legal effect and con-21

sequences of this agreement and any default under this22

agreement.23

‘‘ ‘Signature of Debtor’s Attorney: Date:’.24

PETITION PREPARER TO GIVE YOU A WRITTEN12

CONTRACT SPECIFYING WHAT THE ATTORNEY13

OR BANKRUPTCY PETITION PREPARER WILL DO14

FOR YOU AND HOW MUCH IT WILL COST. Ask to15

see the contract before you hire anyone.16

‘‘ ‘The following information helps you understand17

what must be done in a routine bankruptcy case to help18

you evaluate how much service you need. Although bank-19

ruptcy can be complex, many cases are routine.20

‘‘ ‘Before filing a bankruptcy case, either you or your21

attorney should analyze your eligibility for different forms22

of debt relief made available by the Bankruptcy Code and23

which form of relief is most likely to be beneficial for you.24

Be sure you understand the relief you can obtain and its25
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limitations. To file a bankruptcy case, documents called1

a Petition, Schedules and Statement of Financial Affairs,2

as well as in some cases a Statement of Intention need3

to be prepared correctly and filed with the bankruptcy4

court. You will have to pay a filing fee to the bankruptcy5

court. Once your case starts, you will have to attend the6

required first meeting of creditors where you may be ques-7

tioned by a court official called a ‘trustee’ and by credi-8

tors.9

‘‘ ‘If you choose to file a chapter 7 case, you may10

be asked by a creditor to reaffirm a debt. You may want11

help deciding whether to do so and a creditor is not per-12

mitted to coerce you into reaffirming your debts.13

‘‘ ‘If you choose to file a chapter 13 case in which14

you repay your creditors what you can afford over 3 to15

5 years, you may also want help with preparing your chap-16

ter 13 plan and with the confirmation hearing on your17

plan which will be before a bankruptcy judge.18

‘‘ ‘If you select another type of relief under the Bank-19

ruptcy Code other than chapter 7 or chapter 13, you will20

want to find out what needs to be done from someone fa-21

miliar with that type of relief.22

‘‘ ‘Your bankruptcy case may also involve litigation.23

You are generally permitted to represent yourself in litiga-24
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tion in bankruptcy court, but only attorneys, not bank-1

ruptcy petition preparers, can give you legal advice.’.2

adequate protection for consumers concerning unau-7

thorized use liability.8

SEC. 1308. STUDY OF BANKRUPTCY IMPACT OF CREDIT EX-9

TENDED TO DEPENDENT STUDENTS.10

(a) STUDY.—11

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Board shall conduct a12

study regarding the impact that the extension of13

credit described in paragraph (2) has on the rate of14

bankruptcy cases filed under title 11, United States15

Code.16

(2) EXTENSION OF CREDIT.—The extension of17

credit described in this paragraph is the extension of18

credit to individuals who are—19

(A) claimed as dependents for purposes of20

the Internal Revenue Code of 1986; and21

(B) enrolled within 1 year of successfully22

completing all required secondary education re-23

quirements and on a full-time basis, in postsec-24

ondary educational institutions.25
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(b) REPORT.—Not later than 1 year after the date1

of enactment of this Act, the Board shall submit to the2

Senate and the House of Representatives a report summa-3

rizing the results of the study conducted under subsection4

(a).5

SEC. 1309. CLARIFICATION OF CLEAR AND CONSPICUOUS.6

(a) REGULATIONS.—Not later than 6 months after7

the date of enactment of this Act, the Board, in consulta-8

tion with the other Federal banking agencies (as defined9

in section 3 of the Federal Deposit Insurance Act), the10

National Credit Union Administration Board, and the11

Federal Trade Commission, shall promulgate regulations12

to provide guidance regarding the meaning of the term13

‘‘clear and conspicuous’’, as used in subparagraphs (A),14

(B), and (C) of section 127(b)(11) and clauses (ii) and15

(iii) of section 127(c)(6)(A) of the Truth in Lending Act.16

(b) EXAMPLES.—Regulations promulgated under17

subsection (a) shall include examples of clear and con-18

spicuous model disclosures for the purposes of disclosures19

required by the provisions of the Truth in Lending Act20

referred to in subsection (a).21

(c) STANDARDS.—In promulgating regulations under22

this section, the Board shall ensure that the clear and con-23

spicuous standard required for disclosures made under the24

provisions of the Truth in Lending Act referred to in sub-25
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section (a) can be implemented in a manner which results1

in disclosures which are reasonably understandable and2

designed to call attention to the nature and significance3

of the information in the notice.4

SEC. 1310. ENFORCEMENT OF CERTAIN FOREIGN JUDG-5

MENTS BARRED.6

(a) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding any other provi-7

sion of law or contract, a court within the United States8

shall not recognize or enforce any judgment rendered in9

a foreign court if, by clear and convincing evidence, the10

court in which recognition or enforcement of the judgment11

is sought determines that the judgment gives effect to any12

purported right or interest derived, directly or indirectly,13

from any fraudulent misrepresentation or fraudulent omis-14

sion that occurred in the United States during the period15

beginning on January 1, 1975, and ending on December16

31, 1993.17

(b) EXCEPTION.—Subsection (a) shall not prevent18

recognition or enforcement of a judgment rendered in a19

foreign court if the foreign tribunal rendering judgment20

giving effect to the right or interest concerned determines21

that no fraudulent misrepresentation or fraudulent omis-22

sion described in subsection (a) occurred.23

SEC. 1401. EFFECTIVE DATE; APPLICATION OF AMEND-4

MENTS.5

(a) EFFECTIVE DATE.—Except as otherwise provided6

in this Act, this Act and the amendments made by this7

Act shall take effect 180 days after the date of enactment8

of this Act.9

(b) APPLICATION OF AMENDMENTS.—Except as oth-10

erwise provided in this Act, the amendments made by this11

Act shall not apply with respect to cases commenced under12

title 11, United States Code, before the effective date of13

this Act.14
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
